W E have yet to travel through three other Orders of the one · petal'd Claſs, aſcending 

by the ſcale of their diviſions; into ſix, ſeven, and multitudinous ſegments. 
The 2 Volume will comprehend theſe three; and with them two other entire Claſſes, 
and the beginning of a third : fo ſwift will be the preſent advance, in compenſation for our 
delay among the others: ſo irregular are even the moſt careful diſtributions of Art; ſo 
little imitating thoſe of Nature. 

IT is with pleaſure we take every opportunity of leading the philoſophic reader toward 
an acquaintance with that natural method, which is the great purpoſe, and is to be the end 
of this extenſive undertaking. Here is before us one of thoſe occaſions ; which will ſpeak 
very plainly. 

ALTHOUGH the fancied connections of Claſs and Genus, the delight and pride of 


modern Science, will be diſcarded there (for Nature knows them not) yet there will be 


found deſcents, collateral lines, and ſtri& alliances : and theſe will bring together what 
the artificial writers ſhould, if it were poſſible, have kept ſo. The idea which aſpires to 
look into the Works of God, in the order, if that may be, wherein they were created, places 
every where, between Species and Species, an EQUAL DISTANCE ; and no other. This 
diſtance between Plants in the ſame line, takes its riſe uſually from the form, and the 
diviſions of their Leaves : and in every alliance of the degree of Genus in the artificial 
forms, is found to advance regularly, from the entire and ſimple linear Leaf, formed of two 
nearly parallel lines; toward the moſl divided, and moſt compound. 

ACcoRDING to this meaſure, all the Plants with two-petal'd Flowers form but one 
line; or, to ſpeak in terms more underſtood, one Genus. Art here, and in all other me- 
thods taken from obvious parts, ranges them into a Claſs : and Art cannot do otherwile ; 
for, from whatever conſpicuous part, whether the Flower, or its Cup, the artificial cha- 
racter be taken, they will be brought together, and ſeparated from all others. Yet it is 
evident this is not right. Thoſe who have found the neceſſity of ſuch a Claſs, have 
bluſhed at the ſmall number of its objects; but Nature ſhews the proper diſtribution 
aſcending in this order of expanſion and diviſion: 1. Linear, 2. Lanced, 3. Oval, 
N Waved, 6. Nip'd, 7. Dented; in the Plants, Callitriche, Coriſpermum, Atraphaxis, 

umex Digynus, and Circæa; which therefore form ſuch a line as would be called a 
Genus, not a Claſs, if thoſe terms could find place in nature. Even this is not perfect: 
for the aſcent from 3 to 5 is not equal, but of two ſtages; and there will be found, I 
doubt not, ſometime, a two-petal'd Plant with round Leaves; that form being the 
extream degree of ſimple expanſion ; and always taking place before the firſt attempt to a 
diviſion, which is by waving. When ſuch a Plant ſhall be diſcovered, it will be placed 
between 3 and 5, and fill the gap of 4 yet open. 

ALL lines of this kind do not run through all the ſtages of aſcent : they are collateral ; 
and ceaſe at different numbers: but Nature is ſo uniform, that though her chain be 
ſometimes ſhort, yet it is never broken. Deficiencies often ariſe from our imperfect 
knowledge; for many Plants are yet to be diſcovered : and to him, who ſhould ſcek to 
arrange thoſe already known from their eſtabliſhed Genera, they would often ſcem 
imperfect, from the error of thoſe diſtributions. Mint, with me, runs through the 
whole chain of ſimple ſtages; but if Mint was no other than as repreſented in 
artificial methods, this could not be: for to begin, where is linear Mint? it is Hy//op : and 
where laciniated Mint ? Lycopus. Art has joined Pennyroyal to the Mints ; this is the 
work of Nature; ſhe has not ſeparated Hyſſop, or Water Hoarhound from them. 


THESE are but hints: they can be no more here; but the truly ſcientific mind we hope 
will underſtand them.
